Michigan's pioneer experiment 
in “training” trout indicates—ac- 
cording to the research workers 
involved—that the work has been 
“gignifieantly” successful. 

State officials have received: a 
preliminary report from: Psycho- 
logical Research Services, Inc., the 
independent group that under 
conservation  department—contracl. 
has been “sending trout te school” 
at Gden hatchery during the last 
year. I 


rt says that, compared 
ed tro 


catch of trained trout was more 
evenly distributed over a long 
period of time. 
These have long heen two of

survived opening week. of the 
season, 
Also, experiments showed that 
hatchery fish rarely lived through 
é winter planted in streams or 
lakes after the close of trout sea- 
son, 


The psychological experiment 
was an attempt to teach the fish, 
while in hatchery ponds, how fc 
live after release in natural 
streams, 

Fingerling-sized brook, browr 
and rainbow trout were taught 
how to feed as natural fish, how 
to avoid birds and other predators 
and how to regard humans with 
suspicion. 

After training, the fish were re- 
leased last fall in a blocked off, 
experimental] portion of a natural 
stream, In the spring, it was 
found that: “A high rate of sur- 
vival was realized -for all types...” 
according to the report. 

On legal-sized fish, the repart 
says the training proved of little 
value te brook trout, but of sig- 
nificant value ta rainbows. Few 


‘of the legal-sized brook trout sur- 


vived the winter but a high per- 
eentage of the ‘bows came through 

The report says the trained fish 
aise Labi y their superiority to 
untrained fish by avoiding anglers 
with studious cautien. Untrained 
fish have long been notorious for 
their Futon: if fish can be 
trained to be tougher to catch, 
the anglers can be provided with 
more sport.

Removal Is 
Discussed 


A very interesting and enlight- 
ing meeting was heid last Friday 
night at the Grayling Sportsmens 
Club. The purpose was to discuss 
with representatives of the Con- 
servation Commission whether it 
would be advisable to remove the 
dam in the City of Grayling where 
route 27 crosses the AuSable river. 

Eric Fost, president of the 
Sportsmens Club presided and the 
members of the Conservation 
Commission present were Fre 
Westerman, Chief of therFish Di- 
vision, Dr. Hazzard, Dr. Allison 
and Commissioner George Griffith 
The majority of the persons pres- 
ent in the audience were owners 
of property “up river” on the Au~ 
Sable. 

Fred Westerman was called 
upon for some introductory re- 
marks-—and- of...how the 
Commission had been ask 


would better the trout fishing in 
the AuSable. His answer was an 
unqualified “yes” as he stated that 
water temperatures have a great 
dea] to do with whether cr net 
trout will remain in certain areas 
and that it was the judgement of 
the cémmission that the back wa- 
ter formed. by the dam-has-a-ten- 
éency in critically warm periods 
to raise the temperature of the 
water in the river for quite a dis- 
tance below the dam. He also 
mentioned that the removal of the 
dam would allow the trout 2 
greater amount. of freedom for 
movement up and down the river. 
Another point brought up was that 
the drainage of the stump areas 
along route 72 would over a per- 
iod of years produce a growth of 
natural foliage that -should—aid-in 
beautifying that entire area. .-

The petition opposing the re- 
moval of the dam, which has been 
signed by many residents of this 
community, was placed before the 
members of the commission and 
each of the points contained in it 
were discussed somewhat in de- 
tail. 

Aft the conclusion of the meet- 
ing Mr. Westerman summed up 
the entire situation: in a_ brief 
statement to the effect that the 
Conservation Commission had ab- 
solutely no intention of consider 
ing the removal of the dam until 
a complete survey had been made. 
This survey would consider such 
Matters as whether the removal 
would be beneficial to fishing in 
the AuSable in later years, 
whether the benefits would be 
great enough to warrant the ex- 
pense of the removal,. what the 
effect would be on the water level 
in the “upper river” and he assur- 
ed everyone present that the com- 
mission had intended, from the 
Moment this matter had been 
brought to their attention, to do 
nothing until such time as a-com- 
plete study and survey had been 
made, ’ 

Commissioner George Griffith 
concluded the meeting by stating 
that the objective of the Conser- 
vation Commission was to make 
friends and certainty not enemies 
of the people and that any action 
the Commission might take in this 
Matter at a later date would oniv 
be for the best interests uf ihe 
majority.
